Op e ra to r Is 24 Ye a rs Old In ste a d o f 
19— W h a t He Ha d to Sa y in Re ­ 
g a rd to His Co n n e ctio n 
W ith th e Tro u b le . 


The death of four men following 
his going to sleep while on duty as 
night operator at Paris, 
Mo., 
one 
week after being assigned tlie posi­ 
tion, lias not altered the determina­ 
tion of Clay D. Brown, 24 y ears old, 
to become what lie told his friends 
he would some day —a train dispatch­ 
er and then a big railroad man, writes 
a staff correspondent of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 
While four families are still weep­ 
ing over freshly -made 
graves 
and 
railroad men from one end to the 
other of the Hannibal division c.i the 
M., K. & T. are talk ing of how their 
comrades were hurled into eternity 
without even time to get off the en­ 
gine seats, as the result of a blunder, 
Brown, on his brother’s farm, eight 
miles south of Madison, Mo., is plan­ 
ning to get another position as opera­ 
tor. 
In fact, he say s that he has net 
been formally “ fired.” 
This,- M.. K. 
6 T. officials say . is quite superfluous. 
Letting a train go by while he slept 
and later tak ing orders to arrange a 
meeting point for it, is what the offi­ 
cials charge against Brown and what 
Brown admits he did. 
His watch was twelve hours, fiom 
7 o'clock in the evening until 7 the 
nex t morning. 
He had been on duty 
more than nine hours when he went 
to sleep and the wreck occurred in 
the eleventh hour of his “trick ” —the 
railroad parlance for work ing hours. 
Ho p e d Luc k Wo u ld Sav e Train. 
Realizing that lie had made a mis­ 
tak e, but trusting, he say s, to luck 
and Hie alertness of the dispatcher 
and other operators to 
avert 
the 
crash, he went to his boarding house 
when relieved of duty and went to 
sleep. 
- 
He was notified 
by 
the 
station 
agent an hour later that four men 
had been k illed and five others injur­ 
ed in the wreck following his nap, m 
the dreaded “Pick ledish” 
series 
of 
curves two and one-half miles from 
Moberly . 
Brown was not horror-strick en nor 
hy sterical. 
He talk ed calmly with 
the agent for awhile and then he 
say s lie turned over and tried to go 
to sleep again. 
“But sleep was gone for me tin u,” 
asserts Brown, “and 1 
tossed 
and 
rolled, wrack ed by what 
had 
hap­ 
pened.” 
It was not until a friend went to 
his bed and advised him to arise and 
dress and go to his home near Madi­ 
son. fourteen miles away , where lie 
was born and reared, 
and 
consult 
with his relatives, that Brown got up. 
He then caught a freight train for 
Madison, where he received soothing 
assurances from his 
f r i e nd s that the 
tragedy was one of those occurrences 
in railroad life that are unavoidable. 
He had fears of 
phy sical 
k aun 
when lie was ordered to Moberly to 
appear before the coroner’s jury , but 
when he went before that body lie 
gave his testimony in a straightfor­ 
ward manner and his swollen ey es 
alone showed the fears lie had ex ­ 
perienced. 
And now. less than a v/dek later, 
the smile that has made two deep 
wrink les on eat h side of his face, has 
come back , and he declares that he 
will mak e good his promise to friends 
when he was graduated from a tele­ 
graphers’ school 
in St. Louis last 
June to some day reach the roll top 
desk goal in railroad work . 
And his 
friends believe he will.

y ears and held a good position. 
Of 
course my arrest today will cause my 
discharge, but T

money . 
They will have a hard tone 
to prove that the crew of my train 
ever looted a car.” 
Holding members of a train crew 
as suspicious characters recalled to 
railroad men the daring stunts of the 
conductors and brak emen on the old 
mountain roads, when it was no un­ 
usual thing to steal several sack s of 
ore valued at $1,060 each. 
At one 
time the Denver and Rio Grande ’ost 
a car load of gold ore from the Little 
Johnson mine at Leadville, and it 
was learned that, the train crew had 
sk illfully changed cards from a car 
of low grade ore to the car of high 
grade and shipped it to Mex ico.

result of the work resulted in private 
fortunes for the conductor and head 
brak eman.

in Nebrask a. 
A later issue of the Omaha Bee 
say s that the way bills carried by 
Conductor Miller were found in the 
car that was looted, and a portion 
of the stolen goods were found in 
his home.

for one of his most marked traits 


was the intense human quality of his 


wide 
and 
deep 
sympathy. 
F i­ 


nally. he not merely 
preacned, 
he 


''as, that most valuable of a!! citi­ 


zens in a democracy like ours, a man 
who in the highest place served as 
an unconscious example to his peo­ 
ple of the virtues that build and con­ 
serve alike our public life, and the 
foundation of all public life, the in­ 
timate life of the home. 


Lesson for Human Sympathy. 
Many lessons are taught us by his 
career, but none more valuable than 
the lesson of broad human sympathy 
ioi and among all of our citizens of 
all classes and 
creeds. 
No 
other 
president has ever moie deserved to 
have his life work characterized in 
Lincoln s words as being carried on 
"w ith 
malice 
toward 
none, 
with 
charity 
toward 
all.” 
As a boy he 
worked hard with his hands; he en- 
teied the Arm y as a private soldier; 
he knew poverty: he earned his own 
livelihood; and by his own exertions 
he finally rose to the position of a 
man of moderate means. 
Not merely was 
he 
in 
personal 
touch with farmer and town dweller, 
with capitalist and wageworker, but 
he 
felt 
an intimate understanding 
with each; and liis consistent effort 
was to try to judge all by the same 
standard and to treat all with the 
same justice. 
Arrogance toward tlie 
weak, and 
envious hatred of those 
well off, were equally abhorrent to 
his just and gentle soul. 
Surely this attitude of his should 
be the attitude of all our people to­ 
day. 
It would l>e a cruel disaster to 
this country to permit ourselves to 
adopt an attitude of hatred and envy 
toward success worthily won, toward 
wealth honestly acquired. 
Let us in 
this respect profit by the example of 
the republics of this western hemi­ 
sphere to the south of us. 
Some of 
these 
republics 
have 
prospered 
greatly: but there are certain ones 
that have lagged 
far 
behind, 
that 
still continue in a condition of ma­ 
terial poverty, of social and political 
unrest and confusion. 
Honest Industry Protected. 
Without exception the republics of 
the former class are those in which 
honest industry lias been assured of 
reward and protection: those where 
a cordial welcome has been extended 
to the kind of enterprise which bene­ 
fits the whole country, while incident­ 
ally, as is right and proper, giving 
substantial 
rewards to those who man­ 
liest it. On the other hand, the poor 
and backward republics in which the 
lot o fthe average citizen is least de­ 
sirable, ^pnd the lot of the laboring 
man worst of all. are precisely those 
republics in which industry has been 
killed 
because 
wealth 
exposed its 
owner to spoilation. 
To these communities foreign capi­ 
tal now rarely comes, because it has 
been found that as soon as capital is 
employed so as to give substantial 
remuneration 
to 
those supplying it, 
it excites ignorant envy and hostility, 
which result in such oppressive ac­ 
tion, within or Without the law, as 
sooner or later to work a virtual con­ 
fiscation. 
Every 
manifestation 
of 
feeling of this kind in our civilization 
should be crushed at the outset by 
the wfeight of 
a 
sensible 
public 
opinion. 
From the standpoint of 
our 
ma­ 
terial 
prosperity there is only one 
other thing as important as the dis­ 
couragement of a spirit of envy and 
hostility toward honest business men, 
toward honest men of means; this is 
the discouragement of dishonest busi­ 
ness men, the war upon the chicanery 
and wrongdoing which are peculiarly 
reptiisive, peculiarly obnoxious, when 
exhibited by men who have no ex­ 
cuse of want, of poverty, of ignorance 
for their crimes. 


Exists in Safety Under the Law. 
Men of means, and above all men 
of great wealth, can exist in safety 
under the peaceful protection of the 
state, only in orderly societies, where 
liberty manifests itself through and 
under the law. 
It is these men who, 


more than others, should, in the in­ 
terests of the class to which they be­ 
long, in 
Ihc interests of tlieir chil­ 
dren 
and 
their children's children. 
. < ek in every way, hut especially in 
(he conduct of their lives, to insist 
upon and to build up respect for the 
law. 


it may not be true from the stand­ 


point 
of 
some particular individual 


of this class, 
but 
in the long run 
it is preeminently 
true 
from 
the 
standpoint of the class as a whole, no 
less than oi the country as a whole, 
that it is a veritable 
calamity 
to 
achieve 
a 
temporary 
triumph 
by 
violation or evasion of the law; and 
we are friends of the man of prop­ 
erty, we show ourselves the staunch­ 
est. upholders of the rights of prop­ 
erty. when we set our faces like flint 
against 
those 
offenders 
who 
do 
wrong 
in 
order?, to 
acquire great 
wealth or who use this wealth as a 
help to wrongdoing. 
\\ rongdoing is confined to no class. 
Good and evil are to he found among 
both %rich and poor, and in drawing 
the line among our fellolws we must 
draw it oil the conduct and not on 
worldly possessions. 
In the abstract 
most oi us will admit this. 
In the 
concrete we can act upon such doc­ 
trine only if we really have knowl­ 
edge of and sympathy with one an­ 
other. 


Wage Earner and Capitalist. 
It 
both the wage-worker and the 
capitalist are able to enter each into 
the other’s life. u> meet him so as to 
get into genuine sympathy with him, 
most 
of 
the 
misunderstanding be­ 
tween them will disappear and its 
place will he taken by a judgment 
broader, juster, 
more 
kindly, 
and 
more generous; for each will find in 
the other the same essential human 
attributes that exist, in himself. 


It 
was 
President M cK inley’s pe­ 
culiar glory that in actual practice 
he realized this as is given to but 
few men to 
realize 
it; 
that 
his 
broad and deep sympathies made him 
leel a genuine sense of oneness with 
all 
bis 
fellow-Americans, whatever 
ilieir station or work in life, so that 
io his soil 1 they were all joined with 
lum in a .great brotherly democracy 
oi the spirit. 
It is not given to many 
of us in our lives actually to realize 
this attitude to the extent that he 
< id: but we can at least have it be- 
iore us as the goal of our endeavor, 
and by so doing we shall pay honor 
better than in any other way to the 
memory of the dead president whose 
services in life we this day cominom- 
i rate.

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Description of the Mausaieum. 
I he mausaieum stands on an emi­ 
nence to which has been given die 
name of Monument Hill, about two 
miles due west of the M cKinley home 
in the city of Canton. It is not an 
ornate affair, but its simplicity is re­ 
lieved by 
sufficient 
artistic 
embel­ 
lishment to make 
it 
an object of 
beauty, as well as one 
of massive 
proportions and breadth of design. 
Four states 
have 
contributed 
a 
share of the material which has been 
used in the building 
of the monu­ 
ment. The granite used 
in the ap­ 
proaches and the 
mausaieum proper 
v- 
from 
the 
quarries 
of 
Milford, 
Mass. Tennessee has 
furnished 
the 
gray marble fdr the interior of the 
tomb, 
while 
the 
sarcophagi which 
row holds 
the 
bronze 
caskets 
in 
which lie the bodies of the president 
and Mrs. McKinley, are of dark green 
granite from Windsor, Vermont. The 
base upon which the sarcophagi rests 
ig black granite front Berlin, W is. 
From the first 
step 
of 
the ap­ 
proach to the monument, to the ac­ 
tual top of the structure, is 16h feet 
(> inches, the mausaieum itself being 
98 feet (i inches high above the sum­ 
mit of the mound. 
The top of the 
dome has an oeulus 15 feet in diame­ 
ter, through which comes a softened 
light, which adds greatly to the beau­ 
ty of the interior. 
The mausaieum is 78 feet 9 inches 
in diameter.

Lesson for Human 
Sympathy. 
.Many lessons are taught us b y his 
career, b ut none more valuab le than 
the lesson of b road hum a n sy m pathy 
ioi and am ong all of our citizens of 
ill classes and 
creeds. 
No 
other 
president has ever m ore deserved to 
have his life work characterized in 
Lincoln's words as b eing carried on 
"with 
malice 
towjhrd 
none, 
with 
charity toward 
all." 
As a hoy he 
worked hard with his hands; he en- 
toied the Army as a private soldier; 
he knew poverty ; he earned his own 
livelihood; and b y his own exertions 
he finally rose to the position of a 
m an of m oderate means. 
Not merely was 
he 
in 
personal 
touch with farm er and town dweller, 
with capitalist and wageworker, hut 
he 
fe^t 
an intim ate understanding 
with each; and his consistent effort 
was to try to judge all b y the sam e 
stan d ard and to treat all with the 
sam e justice. 
A rrogance toward the 
weak, and envioVis hatred of those 
well off, were equally ab horrent to 
his just and gentle soul. 
Surely this attitude of his should 
b e the attitude of all our people to­ 
day . 
It would he a cruel disaster to 
this country to perm it ourselves to 
adopt an attitude of hatred and envy 
.toward success wqrthily won, tow ard 
wealth honestly acquired. 
Let us in 
this respect profit b y the example of 
the repub lics of this w estern hem i­ 
sphere to the south of us. 
Some of 
“these 
repub lics 
have 
prospered 
greatly ; b ut there are certain ones 
that have lagged 
far 
b ehind, 
that 
still continue in a condition of m a ­ 
terial /poverty , of social and political 
unrest and confusion. 


Honest Industry Protected. 
W ithout exception the repub lics of 
the form er class are those in which 
honest industry has b een assured of 
rew ard and protection; those where 
a cordial welcome has b een extended 
to the kind o£ enterprise which b ene­ 
fits the whole country , while incident­ 
ally , as is light and proper, giving 
sub stantial 
rew ards to those who man- 
iiest it. On the othe r hand, the poor 
and b ackw ard repub lics in which the 
lot o ft he average citizen is least de­ 
sirab le, and the lot of the lab oring 
man worst of all, are precisely those 
repub lics in which industry has b een 
killed 
b ecause 
wealth 
exposed its 
owner to spoliation. 
To these communities foreign capi­ 
tal now rarely comes, b ecause it has 
b een found that as soon as capital is 
employ ed so as to give sub stantial 
rem uneration 
to 
those supply ing it, 
ii excites ignorant envy and hostility , 
which result in such oppressive ac­ 
tion. within or without the law, as 
sooner or later to work a virtual con­ 
fiscation. 
Every 
m anifestation 
of 
feeling of this kind in our civilization 
should he crushed at the outset b y 
the weight of 
a 
sensib le 
pub lic 
opinion. 
Front the standpoint of 
our 
m a ­ 
terial 
prosperity the re is only one 
other thing as im portant as the dis­ 
couragement of a spirit of envy and 
hostility toward honest b usiness men, 
toward honest men of m eans; this is 
he discouragement of dishonest b usi­ 
ness men. the w ar upon the chicanery 
and wrongdoing which are peculiarly 
repuisive, peculiarly ob noxious, when 
exhib ited b y men who have no ex­ 
cuse of want, of poverty , of ignorance 
for their crimes. 


Exists in Safety Under the Law. 
Men of means, and ab ove all men 
of great wealth, can exist in safety 
under the peaceful protection of the 
state, only in orderly societies, where 
lib erty m anifests itself through and 
under the law.

Description of the. Mausaleum. 
Ihe mausaleum stands on an em i­ 
nence to which has b een given the 
nam e of Monument Hill, ab out two 
miles due west of the McKinley home 
in the city of Canton. It is not an 
ornate affair, b ut. its simplicity is re­ 
lieved b y 
sufficient 
artistic 
emb el­ 
lishment to make 
it 
an ob ject of 
b eauty , as well as one 
of m assive 
proportions and b readth of design. 
Four states 
have 
contrib uted 
a 
share of the material which has b een 
used in the b uilding 
of the m on u­ 
ment. T he granite used 
in the a p­ 
proaches and the 
mausaleum proper 
is 
from 
the 
quarries 
of 
Milford. 
Mass. Tennessee has 
furnished 
the 
gray m arb le for the interior of the 
tomb , 
while 
the 
sarcophagi which 
now holds 
the 
b ronze 
caskets 
in 
which lie the b odies of the president 
and Mrs. McKinley , are of dark green 
granite from Windsor, Vermont. The 
b ase upon which the sarcophagi rests 
is 
b lack granite from 
Berlin. W is. 
Front the first 
step 
of 
the a p­ 
proach to the monument, to the ac­ 
tual top of the structure, is 163 feet 
6 inches, the mausaleum itself b eing 
98 feet 6 inches high ab ove the sum ­ 
mit of the mound. 
The top of the 
dome has an oculus 15 feet in diame­ 
ter. through which comes a softened 
light, which adds greatly to the b eau­ 
ty of the interior. 
The mausaleum is 78 feet 9 inches 
in diameter. 
Tn the center of the 
floor b enealh the 
dome 
stands the 
sarcophagi containing the b odies of 
the president and Mrs. McKinley , and 
in the niches on the north side of 
the 
dome 
are 
caskets 
containing 
those of the two daughters, Ida and 
Mary , who died in infancy .
